LONDON. March 9 (AP). — Sir 
John Simon apparently wilt go to 
Berlin to see Rrlehafuehrer Adolf 
Hitler after all. 

Allotting two weeks for Hitler to 
get well of his now historic cold, the 
Oerman Oovemment today offi¬ 
cially renewed the Invitation to 
the British Foreign Secretary to 
rfatt Berlin and discuss Anglo- 
French proposals fur an Inclusive 
European security agreement. 

Simultaneously, Soviet Ambas¬ 
sador Ivan Maisky expressed pleas¬ 
ure at the selection of Captain 
Anthony Eden. Lord Privy Seal, to 
vtttt Moscow, removing expressed 
doubts that Russia might not wel¬ 
come an emissary below Cabinet 
rank.

J ACKSONVILLE. Fla., March 9 (AP).—Two Peruvian 
• submarines, the R-l and R-2, en route from their home 
waters to repair docks in New England, late tonight 
were attempting to make port at Charleston before high 
sqas and their weakening engines rendered them entirely 
helpless. 

Earlier tonight they reported their distress in radio 
messages to the coast guard and asked for a tow into 
Charleston. Coast guard division headquarters here said 
three cutters were on their wav out to the submarines but 
could not reach them before late Sunday or early Monday.

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THE PEACE OF EIROPE 


There U a revolution In progreaa In Oreece, 
and the Balkan States are in a general state ot 
unrest In view ol the possibility of changes In 
the map ot that part of Europe, and yet, strange 
though It may appear In the light of present-day 
happenings, the peace of Europe presents a more 
hopeful outlook than for some time past. This 
viewpoint Is emphasized by Sir Evelyn Wrench, 
who Is a frequent visitor to European capitals 
and whose newspaper experience makes him a 
shrewd observer. He finds French opinion keen 
about a European settlement and realizing that 
the keystone of that settlement Is an understand¬ 
ing between Great Britain, France and Germany. 
Moreover, In this connection, he -is persuaded 
that the French art realists, and in their hearts 
understand the validity of Oerman insistence on 
absolute equality In armaments and In other 
ways with the other nations. 

There is a desire In France for intimate asso¬ 
ciation with Oreat Britain, and admiration there 
was never more genuine for the political Judgment 
and common sense characterlstc of the British. 
There is full appreciation In France of the Euro¬ 
pean Air Pact. Sir Evelyn finds In Germany an 
administration that sincerely desires a peaceful 
understanding with France and Oreat Britain. 
He admits that In the years Immediately follow¬ 
ing the Armistice It was the influence of the 
United States that was regarded as the chief 
factor in the settlement of world peace. Today 
he says the United Stales no longer occupies the 
centre of the stage. Those who seek the appease¬ 
ment of Europe’s ills arc looking towards Great 
Britain, and on all sides there are praises sound¬ 
ing of British foreign policy. He attributes this 
«i„i» nt affair s tp the diplomacy ol Sir John

LENTEN THOUGHTS 


Tlis, growing attention paid to the (vision of 
children gives point to a recent investigation 
carried out In several Ontario public schools. An 
estimate waz made of the degree of clearness 
of writing on the blackboard as seen from dlf 
ferent seats. According to the last Issue of The 
Canadian Public Health Journal, this was done 
by a visibility meter, an Instrument by means of 
which slightly-ground glasses of uniform opacity 
may be brought into the field of vision until the 
object under observation cannot be seen. The 
number of glasses required to be Interposed be¬ 
tween the eye and the object registers the visi¬ 
bility. If more glasses are required the visibility 
would be pronounced good, but poor if only a few 
are sufficient. 

Tri’vesCigatldris' carried out" Tnfour acKools 
sliowed that the location of the pupil’s desk made 
a great difference in the visibility of the black¬ 
board writing. The lowest visibility in one room 
was four while the highest was thirteen. Taking 
the average of the four schools the minimal 
value fell as low as one, the maximal standing at 
twelve, the child sitting at a desk of low visibility 
would therefore be under a continual strain. 
Doubly uhfortunate would that child be, were he 
or she to have defective vision. Eye-strain like 
this Js likely todKawre lessened vision, if not 
complete loss, as those who are Interested in the 
prevention of blindness have found. Much has 
been done to Improve school lighting, and con¬ 
siderable care is given to the examination of 
children's eyes. These investigations referred to, 
although tentative, call attention to another 
point at which the precious gift of eyesight should 
be safeguarded.

It Is a 
wholly mistaken idea to believe, because repent¬ 
ance Is a necessary concomitant of a religious 
life, that religion Is cheerless and full of tears. 

On the contrary. It implies reliance on the ever¬ 
lasting mercy in the gift of complete forgiveness. 

It leads souls out ot captivity into the light of

Thirty-One Fishermen Car¬ 
ried Out Into Caspian Sea 

—Others Marooned 


The steamship Wyatt Earp at Snow Hill Island, in the Antarctic, with the ice barrier serving as a landing 
stage. It was from Snow Hill Island that Lincoln Ellsworth and Bernt Balchen took up the plane Polar 
Star in their attempt to fly acrosa the Antarctic Continent. Bad weather forced them back, but not until 
they had discovered five islands, three fjords and several mountain peaks hitherto uncharted. The 
Wyatt Earp is the ship which took the Ellsworth trans-Antarctic flight expedition into the Antarctic. 


GURIEV, OABJt., March 9 (AP>, 

Thirty-one out of 100 fishermen 
carried into the Caspian Sea on a 
field of ice were musing tonight 
after an wirpiane aided tneir canr- 
panlons to reach shore safely. 

The Ice field, a mile and a quarter 
square, broke away from land and 
floated quickly out to sea. pushed -by 
a strong wind. 

An airplane sent out from Astra¬ 
khan discovered'nine men clinging 
to a small piece of ice which had 
broken away from the main field 
thirty-seven miles from shore. The 
pilot dropped food to them and In¬ 
dicated the way to leach land. 

Later he*dlscovered sixty others on 
the larger Ice sheet. To them he' 
dropped provisions. 

Finally the field drifted back to 
shore, but no trace has yet been! 
found of the remaining thirty-one' 
men.

PLAN A BICi TIME 

England is to be England 

again In the week of the sixth of 
May. The authorities at White¬ 
hall have intimated that town 
councils are at liberty to vote money 
to be expended on Jubilee festivities 
and preparations are afoot from 
one end of the country to the other. 

But we in Clltheroe think we can 
do the thing rather better than 
most places. We have a history that 
goes back to pre-Norman days and 
our borough, dominated by a castle 
built in the reign of Stephen, is the 
second oldest in the county of 
Lancashire. 

So we are to have a pageant of 
historic episodes, such as the cap¬ 
ture of Henry VI at a ford of the 
Kibble close by; the advance of 
Cromwell on the castle; the return 
home of a Clltheroe man who had 
sailed with Qftp&ln.

UNCHARTED REEFS 

One thing Is certain, namely, that 
everybody is determined that the 
King's Jubilee shall be as great a 
success in every way as it is 
humanly possible to make it. This 
U why the political crisis has been 
pushed unceremoniously into the 
background 

A few days ago the National 
Government seemed to be rocking 
under two shocks that, coming 
together, might easily have wrecked 
a weaker administration. The Con¬ 
servative spilt at Wavertree, which 
had given a safe Conservative seat 
to the Socialists, and the unemploy¬ 
ment relief debacle which had 
forced It to throw Into the waste- 
paper basket an Act of Parliament 
that had been operative only three 
or four weeks. 

The “Die-Hards” were trium¬ 
phant. The Labor Party was cock- 
a-hoop. The Conservative element 
that demands a Conservative and 
not a National appeal to the coun¬ 
try at the next general election was 
talking of another Carlton Club 
meeting, such as that which ended 
the life of the Lloyd George coali¬ 
tion twelve years ago. 

NobodJ- knew what was going to 
happen. An early dissolution, aa a 
consequence of which the India Bill 
would go by the board, was pre¬ 
dicted on the one hand while, on 


the other, a reorganisation of Uie 
Administration that would bring in 
Mr. Lloyd Oeorge was urged as the 
only means of averting diaa

All at once the storm died down 



Baldwin spoke and the crisis was 
over. The Government was not on 
Its last legs, ha said; no general 
election.waa Imminent. 

It also became apparent that 
there was to be no reconstruction 
of the Cabinet, and that Mr. Lloyd 
Oeorge would not be Joining the 
Government yet awhile. 

Then those younger Conserva¬ 
tives, who had wanted to exchange 
the dynamic Welshmen for Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald, discovered 
that the letter was not quite so 
extinct a volcano as they had 
imagined. - 

For some considerable time the 
Prime Minister had seemed to be 
a weary Titan. His speeches had 
lacked inspiration. The optnibn 
was widespread that his great days 
were over and that the National 
Government would have to find 
another leader if it were to go to 
the country with real hopes of 
victory. 

The mere suggestion that he 
might make way for Mr. Lloyd 
Oeorge has. however, roused the 
Premier to fresh activity. He had 
to make a statement to the House 
of Commons the other evening. 
Members settled into their seats to 
endure It. What happened may be 
described in the words of one of 
them: 

“He uttered his first sentences. 
They sat up. There was a new tone 
In his voice. His words were vig¬ 
orous, dftect, challenging. They 
cheered. 

“Mr. MacDonald, encouraged, con¬ 
tinued. M.P.'s blinked their eyes 
In startled wonder. Hefe was a new 
man. What the Prime Minister 
was saying might not be great stuff, 
but at least it was well said . . . 

“The Premier's speech was punc¬ 
tuated Jjy resounding cheers, and, 
when ho sat down he received by 
faf the finest ovation he has had 
in tills Parliament. 

“He had spoken for once with the 
voice of leadership. The enthusi¬ 
astic response to his speech la the 
measure of his opportunity.” 

It was Mr. MacDonalds come¬ 
back. 

- AND 80 ALL IS CALM 

And so calm reigns in political 
circlet once more. The House is 
settling down to the India BUI. 
confident that, despite “Die-Hard' 
maledictions, it wlU go through the 
several stages according to pro¬ 
gramme. 

This, Weed, may be said to be 
assured by Mr. Winston Churchill s 
consent to the allocation of Par¬ 
liamentary time to the many sec¬ 
tions of the bUl. There may be a 
"certain liveliness” in connection 
with the by-elections that are 
pending, but the India Defence 
League Itself has become quiescent 
and, It is understood, wiU back 
no more Independent Conservative 
candidates. Lord Rothermere may 
be troublesome, but there are meth¬ 
ods of preventing him from pre 
sentlng more Wavertrees to the 
Socialists. 

All these, however, are mere sur¬ 
face indications of what has been 
going on in the depths. The real 
underlying reason for the political 
truce is the Silver JubUte. The 
King is to have the centre of the 
stage and tha limelight until the 
celebrations are over. 

• • • • 

Something of the same sort 
occurred when His Majesty ascended 
the throne. When King Edward 
p a s s ed away. Lords and Commons 
were locked in the great struggle 
that ended In the passing of the 
Parliament Act and the abolition 
of the absolute power of vetoing

OVERCOME INDITFEBENCE 

The great organization first came 
into being on August 14, 1875, and 
at the jim* there was probably no 
community more in need of a 
Y.M.C.A. than Victoria. Under the 
leadership of President Thomas 
Trounce, ten men banded them¬ 
selves together for the promotion of 
the laudible ” object. Disappoint¬ 
ment. and some harsh reception, 
met their preliminary efforts, but 
*—ttrm-* 

eventually broke down the walls of 
Indifference. 

Men of courage and persistence 
backed Mr. Trounce in his efforts. 
Senator W. J. Macdonald was first 
vice-president; Hon. John Robson, 
later Premier of British Columbia 
second vice-president, and William 
McKay, third vice-president. Mem¬ 
bers of the first executive were: B. 
W. Pearse. I. E. McMUlan. I. Fln- 
layson. A. Vipond.aud D..Lindsay. 
Corresponding secretary was W 
Pollard, and A. B. Qray was treas¬ 
urer. The finance committee was 
composed of Captain Devereaux. A. 
R. Milne and P. Lesher. Sr. 

INTEREST WANES 

Four years after its beginning In¬ 
terest waned and the movement all 
but died out. ForUmately. interest 
was revived in 1883 through the 
visit of E. C. Frost, secretary of the 
Portland, Ore.. Association. As a 
result of his visit. Walter Walker 
and John Meston were appointed 
delegates to the first general con¬ 
vention of the Y MC A 's of the 
West in Portland. 

Following the convention. Clark 
Davis, general secretary of 8 eattle 
branch, was requested to organize 
Victoria. On November to, 1*84, in 
. the restricted quarters of two or 
or three small rooms of a building 
at the southwest corner of Govern- 


W or lock Building, comer of 
Trounce Alley and Broad Streets, 
where work was carried on with 

varying success for twenty yean. 

NEW BUILDING 
In 1880. the Association was In 
corpora ted. and Its took 1 U place as 
a leading Institution of the city. 
Within a few yean the need for 
new and permanent association 
quarters was felt, and on April 8 . 
1807, the following editorial ap¬ 
peared in The Colonist: 

“The proposal to erect a Y.M.C.A. 
building In Victoria that will be in 
keeping with the wealth and pros¬ 
pects of the city is something which 
deserv es the heartiest , support at all 
classes of the community. The In¬ 
stitution in Victoria Is doing excel¬ 
lent work, considering the condi¬ 
tions under which it is carried out; 
It might do immensely better work 
If It were properly housed. Such a 
building as proposed would be of 
service In more ways than the gen- 
eral public thinks. There are hun¬ 
dreds of ~boys gr&tflfif up* tn the 
city who are absolutely without any 
means of entertainment of a kind 
calculated to develop them Into 
good citizens. Again we say the 
need for such a building for the use 
of young men Is only too well 
known throughout the experience of 
this aruf every other community.

if years to be exact, the Jamex Bay Ath¬ 
letic Association was founded and or¬ 
ganized by a group of pioneer Victorians, who. 
after introducing rowing to sport lovers In the 
city, continued for many years to keep this 
brand, of athletics in the foreground Al¬ 
though racing for a long time was a pastime 
of many, especially the Indians of the nearby 
i eservations. it was not until 1892 that the 
sport was first wtineaaed In the Capital City 
in a competitive nature in racing shells. This 
was ten years after the organization of the 
veteran athletic association, which has turned, 
out to be one of the finest institutions in the 
city, if not on the Coast. 

Throughout the history of the association. 
Kitstanding crews have been developed locally. 
:ome of which have carved records deep in the 
x>oks of Northwest rowing circles. Beginners 
lave been moulded into first-class oarsmen. 
From the city they have carried Victorias 
rolors to victory in major regattas, especially 
the annual meet of the North Pacific Associa- 
'.‘on of Amateur Oarsmen, which yearly at- 
;racts representation from Vancouver, Port- 
•snd. Seattle, Kelowna and Victoria. Thry 
have established an enviable reputation even 
as far south-a&.Ran-Diego. where, in past years, 
they have been invited and have competed, 
and as far east as Toronto, the rowing metrop¬ 
olis of the Dominion. 


Early Victorians 


T HREE years after rowing was introduced 
here and thirteen years after the club was 
born. Victoria crews flashed to victory in the 
NP.A A.O, regatta, winners of two of the four 
events on the early programme. Driving his 
tiny shell with the skill and precision of an 
expert, and at a fast clip, J. Aden captured 
the Junior singles from a comparatively power¬ 
ful list of starters, while the late Dan .O'Sul- 
. Uvwtl! who later was Tiled as one of the finest 
coaches In Canada and on the Pacific Coast, 
.-.troked a four. Including D T. Jones, rowing 
in number three position; th* late W. 8cq:i 
number two position; And J. D. Watson, at 
bow. to a great triumph in the senior division. 
This crew flashed past the finishing line as 
thre& other boats tried In vain to overtake 
them 

Since those pioneer days the club has added 
year after ytar better equipment, including 
tl»e Bluebird, speedy motor-driven craft, which 
coday furnishes a splendid coach boat In which 
those studying the crews can follow the men 
over the course and pick out their faults as 
they are working out preparing for big meets 
Two former Lieutenant -Governor* of British 
.Columbia have in the past presented shells to' 
the J B A A. another great move which has 
encouraged rowing In Victoria. The late Hon 
W C. Nichoi. who waa honorary president of 
the association for several years, and Hen. R 
Randolph Bruce were the donors of the shells 
rnd during their terms of office were frequent 
visitors to the present headquarters of the club 
at the terminus of the Gorge car line. These 
boats are still in possession of the J.B A A and 
have been guided to several Important victories 
*-nce their presentations.

Famous Building 


Ty^HEN the J B A A. was founded they had 
W meagre facilities with which to work, 
and it was not until 1892 that they erected s 
two-atory building in the Inner Harbor, adja¬ 
cent to the C P R. docks. This clubhouse be¬ 
came a historical landmark as the yean went 
by and was in constant use until 1921 when 
the oarsmen moved to the Gorge.

Raising Building Fund 

F UNDS are being raised at present for the 
construction work ou the new boa.house 
and it Is hoped that the citizens assist the 
veteran association in every possible may to 
defray expenses of the building, which is ex¬ 
pected to tc ready for operation by the end of 
the month. This, boathouse will be officially 
christened with the staging of the inaugural 
regatta of the season, which will be run off 
May 24 at the Oorge. Last week the crews 
staged a dance at the Brentwood Badminton 
Hall for the purpose of raising funds for the 
boaf house, and a considerable sum was report¬ 
ed to be realized. 

Nearly fifty years of wear and tear proved 
too much for the old boathouse, and in the 
past three or four years the weather-beaten 
building has gradually been falling apart. 
Despite many repairs, the underparts of the 
building became so water-logged and decayed 
that It could not stand repairing any more. 
An energetic committee, under the chairman¬ 
ship of Hugh Francis, with 8enior Coach Dan 
M o —. Ray Ditch bum, Douglas Hunter, 
Charles Mallandine. Tommy Roberts and Mac 
Billingsley as members, have taken It upon 
themselves to raise the necessary money and 
supervise the construction of the building. — 
With the aid of other clhb members and 
financial assistance of Victorians, a boathouse 
second to none on the shores oj the Pacific 
will be the/mult. 

The present J.B A.A. headquarters is made 
up of four and a half acres of land with 
close to 1.100 feet of waterfrontage extending 


trom the Gorge Bridge. Without doubt It Is 
one cf the most beautiful spots in Victoria and 
rfiords a fine rowing course on the Inlet for 
their crews. The entire course is plainly visi¬ 
ble to spectators, except when the through- 
Victoria events are staged, when the boats arc 
hot sighted until about a mile from the land¬ 
ing

place and is adequately suitable for the mam 
activities.hi progress at the club. It is equipped 
with s large, spacious dance floor._.lounge, 
chiung-rocm and dressing-rooms.

Of the 134 Oerman centenarians, eighty-one 
are women, and eighty of thefii ire married 
There eighty women have had 404 children, or 
an average of six each Most of them nursed 
their own children. A similar Investigation 
conducted in Bulgaria produced similar result*. 

As for the forty-three men centenarian*, 
they are aU the fathers of healthy children— 
their average being five each. 

Workers on the land predominate among thg 
centenarians, but inheritance. Dr. Oreeff 
found, ia a very important factor in longevity. 
In naariy all cases the centenarians come of a 
long-lived family. 

None of the centenarian* Indulged in food, 
drink or tobacco to e xce ss . AU the men drink, 
and have drunk aU their lives, and they all 
smoke. Mane of them were vegetarians, they 
never took any exercise—other than walking, 
swimming and-that necessitated by their work.

E very motnln*. a few minutes alter 
Bit Ben has boomed out ala oclock. 
Buckingham Palace. the London home 
ol the King snd Queen, becomes s hive of 
sorb snd industry which transforms it Into 
one of the busiest places tn the world. With 
lit well over five hundred rooms, and Its many 
miles of corridors and stairs, the cleaning 
running and maintenance of the Palace ttno 
small matter. 

When a member of the Kings Household 
had once concluded telling a great Industrial 
magnet of the tremendous work and organisa¬ 
tion which Ues behind the upkeep of Royalty, 
snd their rssldsnces. the "blg-buslnees" man 
easped. "It's a bigger and more complicated 
lob than ! have." he eiclalmed. thinking of 
his mass-producltoft factories. 

Externally. Buckingham Palace reveals little 
or nothing of the pulsing life snd continual 
activity which proceeds practically night and 
day behind IU wain. Tew people know that 
His Majesty's business office. In Buckingham 
Palace consist of twenty spacious rooms each 
filled with clerks and typists all busy with 
documents, typewriter, snd telephones. Every 
one of thr King’s office-workers Is pledged to 
secrecy concerning their work snd with one 
or two eyeptiona. they all "live out." 

The Royal clerks and typists In the htgher 
ranks, know as many state secrets as Cabinet 
Ministers. King Edward VII once remarked 
to i friend that hr had more faith tn the dis¬ 
cretion of his staff than he had in one or two 
Ministers he knew. 

Private Postoffice 

B UCKINGHAM Palace has Its own private 
post office, and It Is busier thin the chief 
portoffiers of many provincial towns. Thou¬ 
sands of letters and packets arrive at the Pal- 
--'-g and also hundreds ol par¬ 
cels of all shapes snd sites They come from 
all parts of the world, and great care Is taken 
in dealing with them all-end Incidentally. In 
opening them. 

A special- staff docs nothing else but ex¬ 
amine all suspicious-looking packets and 
parcels King Oeorge ts the most popular 
monarch In the world, but there are many 
Insane or seml-tnsane people at large, against 
wjnm all reasonable precautions must be 
taken. Just after the war a small parcel ar¬ 
rived at the Palace addressed to the King, and 
juat as It was about to be opened, a dlattnct 
"ticking" sound was heard coming from Its 
Inside. The Irish ’Troubles" were at their 
height at the time, and the Palace detectives 
and officers of the special branch of Scotland 
Yard, were at once summoned. Skilfully but 
gingerly the parcel was undone, and It was 
loiind that tt contained nothing more harm¬ 
ful than a clock, from a watchmaker m 
Birmingham. In hla accompanying letter the 
sender declared that he had at last Invented 
the "perpetual time-keeper" and he asked lor, 
Hu Majesty’s patronage. 

When the hopeful Inventor received hla 
clock back a few days later with a polite note 
declining his request, he little knew the com¬ 
motion he had caused.

In addition to more 
letters and callers than any other of the King's 
homes, and It Is. therefore. His Majesty's 
busiest Jtesdquartcrs—which Is. perhaps, the 
reason why he always looks so happy when he 
Is leaving it for Sandringham or Balmoral

An ordinary visitor^to Buckingham Palace 
enters by a door to the left of the front wing 
and on entering .signs the visitors* bock. The 
Buckingham Palace visitors’ books since tlie 
commencement of the reign, would be worth an 
immense fortune to an autograph collector, 
and it Ls a fact.that substantial offers have 
been made by American dealers, to acquire 
even one of the pre-war ones. Needless to 
;ay. they hive all been declined. 

After signing the visitors' book the visitor to 
conducted by scarlet-coated footmen through 
handrome cream-mailed corridors with deep 
crimson carpets,'to the marble staircase which 
leads to the first floor, where all the state 
apartments are located. The balustrades of 
the staircase are of glided bronze and ma¬ 
hogany and wit ft the lofty windows and 
wonderful Old Masters on the walls, the ap¬ 
proach to the Royal presence lacks nothing in 
magnificence and splendor. 

State Apartments

Is 
a fascinating apartment, while next door to 
it the music room with IU fine bay window 
view of the gardens and lake, enchants every¬ 
body. 

The Throne Room, .sixty feet in length, and 
lit by seven elaborately-designed glass chande¬ 
liers, Is. perhaps., the finest apartment in the 
Palace, and for elegance and richness of ef¬ 
fect. to not surpassed even by any chamber 
m the 

To describe the material. splendors of 
Buckingham Palace, however, with Justice, 
mould require one or two volumes. By the 
time the visitor reaches the anteroom next 
to where the King and Queen to to mee* or sec 
them, he to profoundly impressed with the 
dignity and stateliness which surrounds the 
Royal House of Britain. An equerry receives 
tlie caller In the anteroom and perhaps gives 
a few discreet tips and hints to allay any ap¬ 
parent nervousness. 

Courts and Levees 

T HERE are many types of people who sre 
summoned to the Royal presence. The 
p roced u re at Court-s and Levees to now -wall* 
known to nearly everyone, through article* m 
the presr. but the private visitor to live Palace 
has a more Interesting, if less spectacular ex¬ 
perience than the guests at these functions. 

Luncheon parties are delightful affairs at 
Buckingham Palace, and are simple and in¬ 
formal. It will be noticed that the Queen in¬ 
variably luncheR with her hat on—she only 
uncovers her head when lunching alona with 
tte King—and that is a very rare event la 
Lpndon

Head of the "House" 

T HE Queen personally vtoita her house¬ 
keeper every morning to discuss tlie 
menus and other arrangements for the day— 


and there to do person in the country who has 
s higher opinion of Her Majesty's household 
knowledge and practical common sense.than 
the lady who for years has held the coveted 
post of the housekeeper of Buckingham 
Palace.

The modernization of Buckingham Palace 
hardly ever ceases. The air inside is cooled by 
a special installation which prevents over¬ 
heated rooms, and the lighting and heating 
arrangements are not excelled in any Amer¬ 
ican hotel. The vast Job of cleaning the 
Palace corridors and apartments begins at six 
o'clock prompt every morning. The latest 
type'of vacuum cleaners are used, and when 
Their Majesties are away from London the 
numberless and valuable carpets are lifted in 
rotation and sent to be renovated. 

° An Enormous Staff 

T HE Palace contains hundreds of priceless 
canvases and a staff of picture-restorers 
and experts are continually engaged all toie 
year round In looking after them and tmir 
frames. The uumber of engineers, carpenters, 
electricians and other tradesmen who are on 
the staff of the Palace would surprise the ma¬ 
jority of people. The Office of Works is re¬ 
sponsible for the maintenance of tHt residence, 
but resident workmen are kept for. cases of 
emergency. Telephone lines and lighting and 
heating apparatus ara gU duplicated. 

It would be a disaster indeed if the Palace 
lights entirely failed when an evening court 
was at its height. This and other nightmares 
continually haunt the royal staff. The value 
of the contents of Buckingham Palace have 
been estimated at three to four million 
pounds, and natufhlly the guarding of this 
treaiure-hou.se. even i?hen royalty to aibsent. is

special plain clothes detectives are attached to 
it. These officers, sometimes in levee or court 
dress, mingle with all the Palace guests. The 
credentials of everyone who enters the gates 
are minutely examined and no one'except a 
Cabinet Minister or a known intimate friend 
of Their Majesties to ever admitted without 
fbowing their command invitations.

Protective Measures 

D URING the night special watchmen patrol 
all the corridors and vacant rooms in the 
Palace and Are and burglary alarms are 


lavishly Installed, although carefully concealed. 
The exploit of the boy of Afteen wh* in Queen 
Victoria's time, managed to get into even the 
private apartments of the Queen three suc¬ 
cessive times in a short period hai never bero 
forgotten by the authorities —- 
Besides the sentries outside the Palace 
g*tes. three policemen and two Guardsmen 
patrol the gardens and grounds throughout 
the whole night. Id the last Afteen yean 
jBBgy two intruders have been caught—one a 
tipey reveler who had climbed the Palace 
wait for a £5 wager and the other a scared 
\oung man who had performed the feat to 
secure his young lady'a h9t which had been 
blown over by the wind , 

Buckingham Palace, apart from its pictures, 
contains some of the Anest specimens of 
lacquered furniture in the world, as well as 
many magnificent examples in walnut and 
mahogany.

When Removing Young Plants From Pots 


be used for leading from one level to another 
If space available Is considerable, there will 
be room for a tree or two. and also shrubbery 
and climbing vines In the background. It Is 
advisable to break all rigid comers and straight 
foundations by such shrubbery and cre ep e:s 
over walls or fences, and If the grounds are 
spacious, dumps of high shrubbery leading up 
to a background of trees may be worked In 
very effectively. Generally speaking, the Idea 
is to plant In Irregular clumps, and It is better 
to use groups of two or three shrubs or more 
rather than individual specimens. 

Planning for Vegetables 

V BOOTABLE gardens, too, will benefit from 
a little planning. It is really amazing the 
difference in results from s well-designed gsr- 
den and one which is thrown in without any 
forethought. Of prime importance is variety. 
There should be all the vegetables that are 
popular with the different members of the 
family and at least one or two absolutely new 
varieties as well. The latter will add much 
interest and may prove highly acceptable. Of 
timely Interest will be those vegetables like 
tomatoes, peppers, early cabbage, head lettuce, 
cauliflower and egg plants, the seed of which 
should be started indoors in March in a hot¬ 
bed or sunny window. So that the plants will 
be ready to set outside in May. 

Then there is the type which is very hardy 
and may be sown in the open Just as soon as 
the soil is flt to work. In this list will be leaf 
lettuce, spinach, radish and the hardier peas. 
Later on will come the beets, carrots, beans, 
corn, and still later those warm weather vege¬ 
tables like squash, cucumbers, lima beans, 
melons, and also the setting out of tender 
plants started indoors. But moat of this work

Oar- 
dens. too, can be created in this fashion, but 
the results are apt to be confused with the 
natural conglomeration of weeds, tin cam and 
other refuse which Utters up the usual vacant 
town lot. A little planning is almost essential 
and It will enhance the Interest In the hobby, 
pastime, work or whatever gardening is caUed. 
as well as add very materially to Its real value. 
Now. while the earth* Is stiff dormant, or at 
least too wet or too cold to indulge in any but 
the hardiest kind of planting, is the time to 
begin these plans. AU that la n ece s sary Is a 
pencil and paper, a seed catalogue, and pos¬ 
sibly a bulletin or two.

The Possibilities of the Window Box 

I P the window box to token eerlouxly. U to 

aurprtolng whit eon be done with It. It 
con become on Important port ot o xmoll 
garden and can be made most attractive at 
any season of the year. It is simply a matter 
of a little thought and a little taste and 
knowledge of plant*, their likes and dislikes 
end so forth that is necessary in order to have 
window boxes that are a real Joy. 

Because there I* a lack of know ledge about 
plants that will do wiUiout much sun, the 
window boxes facing east and north are very 
often neglected, whereas with a little study 
ihejje may be most attractive Perhaps not 
quite so gay and festive as the ones with a 
south aspect, they may sttU be very aatisfylag 
As a matter of fact, there are quite a num¬ 
ber of plants that may be placed In these 
eastern and northern boxe*. as will be shown 
in these notes. Too often the window box Is 
only considered as s Summer decoration 
whereas it may be made a thing of beauty at 
all seasons of the rear, even in Winter 


Ornamental Planting 


The Box Itself 

F IRfiT let us consider the window box 11- 
Mlf. It should be made as wide and as 
deep as the window wlU allow. The reason 
for this is that the plants may have as much 
root room as possible and. further, the larger 
the earth area, the leas watering the boxes will 
require. 

A durable wood should be used In the con¬ 
struction of the boxes and ample drainage 
s h ould be provided by ** H/^u t i» 


bottom and a good layer of broken crockery

It Is not too late even now to have a window 
box display early In the Spring This may be 
done by granting wallflowers, forget-me-nota 
and early tulips as well as primroses and any 
other Spring-blossoming plants. 

If it Is simply a matter of Spring display, 
tile boxes sre filled with bulbs The sunny 
situations will call for tulips, hyacinths and 
crocuses, while the shady boxes will grow daf¬ 
fodils of all kinds. With the bulbe should be 
planted wallflowers, dark red ones in some of 
the boxes, golden ^and primrose colored one* 
in others. By this means a great variety of 
color may be had. Blue primroses and snow¬ 
drops or white crocuses make a fine combina¬ 
tion. as will yellow primroses and violets. 


can be nailed, as at Kew and other botanic 
gardens, it la without rival. But though the 
inscription on a leaden label can be written 
with a simple pointed steel tool, like an en¬ 
larged wire nail, it U better stamped. ‘The 
process involves a set of letter stamps, some 
leisure and much patient laoor; but there are' 
wet afternoons and Winter evenings, and for 
those who cannot afford the cost of the mod¬ 
em label stamping machine—a blest Invention 
—the effort is worth while. Labels of any 
material should have a stem long enough to 
go deep into the ground, while keeping the In¬ 
scription above the reach of* rain-splashed 
earth. 

Labels sre often used for other purposes than 
the mere naming of plants. Though neces¬ 
sarily limited and hleroglyphical. the legend 
on a label may not only register the age of a 
plant but also recall its coming years ago from 
a friend who was then plant-hunting on the 
other side of the world and Is now. perhaps, 
on the further bank of the Styx: for senti¬ 
ment plays a part in gardening. The inscrip¬ 
tion Farrer. Kansu, 1915." for example, may 
let loose a flood of memories.

The Handling of Seedling 


Fruit Growers of Empire 
Setting Example by 
Sharing Markets 


D URINO the next few weeks there will be 
a great deal of overhauling of herbaceous 
borders, making room for new purchases, and 
renovating those many kinds of plants which 
give best results from sturdy young crowns. 

It has often been urged that plants of dose- 
tufted growth will produce much finer blooms 
if their roots are divided to single crowns, yet 
we frequently see these things roughly handled 
and mutilated by tearing the clumps apart 
with a spade. 

It is true that a great many of the coarse 
growers have such vigor that they survive this 
rough treatment, but the outcome is only suc- 
cess In a moderate degree It Is always advis¬ 
able to begin the lifting operation by first re¬ 
moving some earth from beside the plant, 
then, having loosened the surface soli all 
round, to throat in a strong fork behind the 
clump and gently heave it forward Into the 
opened hole. All the soil possible should then 
be cleared from the roots, and. by using two 
hand forks, proceed to divide the clump into 
easily-handled pieces. These, in turn, should 
be gently dealt with until all the healthy and 
uninjured crowns are separated, each with its 
own complement of root* By planting those 
a reasonable distance apart—say. four inches 
for plants of moderate height, and from six 
to twelve inches for stronger growers—every 
s’em will have equal advantage, and a mass 
of good growth and large heads or spikes of 
bloom, will result. 


leggy.” which means that they have been kept 
too crowded, too hot or too much in the shade. 
All conditions should be so controlled that at 
the time the gardener expects them to go to 
the field they should be strong and vigorous, 
with a stem not easily broken. 

The gardener, therefore, watches the young 
plants from day to day, having In mind, by 
previous experience, the time that they should 
go to the field: and should plant the seed and 
carry fin with due reference to the final trans¬ 
planting, when he must depend largely upon 
Nature under imperfect conditions of growth 
in the field.

L AST week we discussed seedi and seed- 
age: planted the seeds and left them in 

the correct environment, hoping for re¬ 
sults. In about a week, if we had planted 
tomato seed, or in less time If cabbage sexl 
had been planted, one should expect the ap¬ 
pearance of the fteedllngs above ground. Usu¬ 
ally the first thing to bt seen will be the em¬ 
bryonic leaves, often doubled back on them¬ 
selves. as if Nature had thought that in this 
way a greater impact might be made on the 
covering soil. Very often, however, the way 
that these leaves had been folded in the seeds 
forced the young plant to make such a pres¬ 
entation. If the flats have been in the dark 
up to this point, they must no longer be left 
there, lor normal development from now on is 
dependent upon the sun. even though the light 
may be somewhat subdued. 

If the gardener has been a little careless in 
his watering, he should now be on the watch 
for that trouble which is commonly rpoken of 
as "damping off." The upper part of the plant, 
that is, the leaves and stem, may look quite all 
right, but if one examines closely he will find 
that at the surface soli the stem Is constricted, 
withered and blackened, resulting in the young 
seedlings' premature death. Sometime* the 
destruction caused by this condition u rery 
great, resulting in.the al m ost entire destruc¬ 
tion of the crop. The difficulty might 
been greatly lessened by the baking or steam¬ 
ing of the soil before the seeds were planted. 
However, on the very first appearance of the 
fungus, causing the difficulty, one should with¬ 
hold water until the surface soil is very dry, 
even if the young plants suffer: for the fun¬ 
gus. to continue its destruction, must have 
water. Many gardeners use a little sulphur 
sifted over the fist' under such conditions, 
which certainly helps in some melsure. 


TtrrHIN the representatives of the fruit 
W growers from ill parts of the British Em¬ 
pire held a conference recently In London. 
England, in an eudeavour to determine what 
steps could be taken to improve the fruit situ¬ 
ation throughout the Empire, they set an ex¬ 
ample te all other Empire Industries. Sooner 
or later. If the present development of Empire 
trade is to be maintained or Increased, all In¬ 
dustries must follow the lead of the fruit 
grower* Their conference which had most 
valuable results marked the first time in the 
history of Empire trading that representatives 
of a food producing industry from Empire 
countries met to discuss their common prob¬ 
lems apd to find out a means of overcoming 
the peculiar difficulties arising from the fact 
that all parts of the Empire use the market of 
Its principal member. 

The overseas representatives recognized that 
the Englishman had the first claim on his own 
market, so Canada agreed to limit by quali¬ 
tative reduction the movement of fresh apples 
to the United Kingdom in order not to compete 
unduly with the English crop during Septem¬ 
ber and October, when a large part of it must 
be marketed. Australia and New Zealand 
agreed to complete their marketing programme 
by the end of July or as near that date as 
p os s ibl e Hie success of the conference is 
clearly indica it each pkrt Of 

the Empire carried out its particular under¬ 
taking in no uncertain manner and shows that 
future success may be attained by full and 
frank co-operation. An important outcome of 
the conference has been the formation of an 
Empire Apple and Pear Council in London. 
England, where it is actively engaged in serving 
the best interests of producers in all part* of 


Watering Important 

T HE matter of watering is the moat impor¬ 
tant consideration in the care of window 
boxes. In the Winter there will be little of It 
to do. but in the Summer water in the eve¬ 
ning. if possible and give a good soaking, and 
then leave it alone until they are somewhat 
dry. Better a good aoakmg twice a week than 
a sprinkling every night. Now and again a 
little liquid manure will help. This may be 
made in the good old-fashioned way. or eome 
of the powdered preparations may be used, 
properly diluted with water. 

The soil in the boxes should be kept loos¬ 
ened on the surface, and all dead leaves re¬ 
moved. while plants (hat need it should be 
given support by means of small stake* This 
is important in wind/ situations.

Canadian Poultry Finds 
Expanding Market in 
the United Kingdom 


E XPERIMENTS have been conducted in 
Eastern and Western Canada for several 
years by the Division of Field Husbandry. 
Dominion Experimental Farms, concerning 
methods of application of commercial ferti¬ 
lisers. with particular regard to the placement 
of the fertiliser in relation to the various seeds. 

It has been demonstrated that for wheat, 
oat* and barley more economical yields may 
be obtained by apptymE enrnmerelel' fertilBeer 
directly in contact with, or aliglitly below, the 
seed than by applying it broadcast. In cer¬ 
tain crops, the germination of the seed is 
checked and in some cases completely ruined 
by contact with commercial fertilizer. 

While this does not apply to wheat, oat* 
and barley, it is not advisable to seed corn 
in contact. The fertilizer should be applied

F OR the Summer display, the boxes should 
be planted in March. The choice of plant* 
will depend on the aspect of the boxes For 
boxes which face south, nothing does better 
than snapdragons and peluniaa. The hotter

For an edging to trail over the front of these 
boxes with a south aspect, nasturtiums or 
canary creeper may be used For boxes that 
receive less sun. heliotrope, either the dark or i 
the light variety may be used to advantage f 
with an edging of yellow pvrethrum. golden k 
feather. 

Tuberous-rooted begonias are splendid for a 
shady window and may be had in a great 
variety of colors in both their single and dou¬ 
ble form. ' 

For really shady windows the choice is more 
limited, but r any of the begonias may be used 
Pansies and violas will do well. The wiola 
"Cowboy," which originated in a park at Van¬ 
couver. is one of the best. It is a good mauve 
and will bloom all Bummer. 


P LANT labeling is a fertile field for Inven-' 
tlon: for~the conditions are severe and per¬ 
fection is elusive. rtys a writer hi The London 
Times. The perfect label must be neat but 
legible, tmprrvious to' extreme* of heat and 
cold, to prolonged wet and dry weather, and 
proof against the prehensile action of frost, 
which lifts labels out of the ground and lays 
them prone. It must be strong enough to 
withstand rough usage, and. above ali, if it Is 
to be acceptable to the multitude, it must be 
cheap. 8omc gardeners prefer bo number their 
plant* keeping an index to the numbers In a 
book: end though this makes for neatness, 
since three or four figures are easily seen on a 
neat disk no larger than half-a-crown. the ob¬ 
jections to the numerical plan are obviourV

dian producers could obtain higher revenue 
for these chickens by still further improving 
the quality with little more trouble to them¬ 
selves. 

There is nothing new in this. It will be 
recollected that only 23 93 per cent of the 
chickens Inspected In Canada in the fiscal 
year 1933-34 qualified for "A” (fade Many of 
the chickens whclh are now being exported in 
such large numbers to Great Britain also do 
rot qualify for "A" grade, for tbe simple rea¬ 
son that they were not sufficiently fattened 
before being marketed Aa the Chief Market 
Poultry Inspector points out. the matter of 
fattening bird* and thus increasing the pro¬ 
ducers' revenue, is entirely in the hands of the 
uroducers themselves. By a simple method of 
crate fattening on a mixture of finely-ground 
home grains, there is no reason whatever why 
a very high percentage of the poultry mar¬ 
keted should not be made to qualify for grade 
Ppecial knd grade "A." 


Pricking Out the Seedlings 

I N a few days the first pair of true leaves 
will make their appearance This is an 
Indication that the young seedlings are ready 
to be "pricked out." Either by means of your 
finger or a stick, each seedling is taken out 
with at much soil as will easily adhere, but 
there is little trouble about making them live 
in any case. The good gardener handles the 
seedlings by the leaves and not the stem, for 
If the tender stem is taken between the thumb 
and finger It usually injures the plant, and will 
kill it if it ia tightly pressed. On the other 
hand, when handling by means of a leaf, there 
is no danger at all. At this time the seedlings 
may be set about one inch apart and firmly 
pressed into the soli. If working with tomato 
plant*, we recommend planting them consider¬ 
ably deeper than where they stood in tbe seed 
flat, as the tomato has the ability to send out 
fibrous roots alone the stem, and besides, it has 
extra support of the soil during a delicate 
period. 

Just as soon as the young plants begin to 
press upon each other, they should be trans¬ 
planted again into clay or paper pot* or deep 
flats not less than five Inches In any case, 
greater emphasis must be placed on the char¬ 
acter of the soil at this time for the develop¬ 
ing of the soil. Again, if one is dealing with 
the deep flat as suggested, many gardeners 
place one and a half mches of horse manurr 
4a the bottom of the boot and finely sifted soil 
on the top until nearly flUed. This type of fer¬ 
tilizer make* a tremendous appeal to the to¬ 
mato plant, but does not work so well with 
some other things. 


Thousands of Boys and 
Girls in Farm Clubs 


D R. W. V. Long ley, Director of Extension 
and Professor of Farm Economics at the 
Nova Scotia Agricultural College, Truro, hair 
been appointed to one of the most important 
posts in the training of Canadian youth in 
agriculture, namely, to the presidency of the 
Canadian Council on Boys' and OirU Farm 
Club Work for the present year. 

Primarily the work of the Dominion and 
Provincial Department* of Agriculture, the 
movement 6f the Boys and Girls' Farm Club 
Work has been featured by the remarkable 
amount of encouragement and assistance 
given by other associations. In 1930 farm club 
work had reached comparatively large pro¬ 
portions. and by the efforts of Hon. Robert 
Weir, Dominion Minister of Agriculture, the 
Canadian Council was brought Into being in 
the following year to develop a national policy 
for the various boys' and girls clubs through¬ 
out Canada. The Council has more than ful¬ 
filled it* original purpose in Unifying, co-ordi¬ 
nating and promoting those clubs in Canada, 
which now represent an organization of 1.544 
clubs throughout the Dominion, with a mem¬ 
bership of about 27.000. 


Hedges May Be Used to 
Serve Many Purposes 


Renewing the Soil 

W HEN the Fall come* it is as well to renew 
the soil In the boxes before preparing 
for the Winter and Spring display, tf tt u 
desired to fill the boxes for Winter, nothing 
is better than dwarf evergreens. These are 
planted with bulbs between them, and in the 
Spring, when the bulb* have bloomed, the 
evergreens are planted In a spare shady spot 
in the garden until needed for the next Win¬ 
ter. If they are thus transplanted twice a 
year, it will be a very long time before they 
get too large for the purpose, provided the 
right evergreens are chosen*. 


P ERMANENCE being an essential, it Is 
strange that the white painted wooden 
article should still be the moat popular of all. 
Except in expert hands—and experts fashion 
their own wooden labels—it is a snare, usually 
casting It* white coat and Its inscription dur¬ 
ing it* first Winter. In most gardens such 
things are commonly undecipherable after a 
year of two's wear, buffer all thai, wooden 
labels will probably always be used, for the 
sake of simplicity and economy. Where, how¬ 
ever. names are attached to scores of plant* in 
a restricted area like a rock garden, the white 
painted label can mar the picture. If labels 
must be used—and. loss of memory apart, 
gardeners whose faculty of recognition equals 
that of the shepherd are rare—metal In some 
form will be the fastidious gardener's choice. 
Both zinc and lead have their adherents, and 
for some a bundle of zinc hi be is and a bottle of 
indelible ink' suffice. With indelible ink of 
platinum chloride, the inscription persists for 
year* though when coated with the film of 
time it may need the clarifying touch of •

H EDGES may be planted as boundaries to 
a lawn, even though your neighbor's 
property is attractive, for they make desirable 
backgrounds to flower borders, and they may 
serve a double purpose by stopping the passage 
of children and animals. 

On’small places a general purpose hedge Is 
usually desirable, but for huger properties 
hedge* may be planted for special features, 
such aa for their attractive or conspicuous 
foliage or bark. They may be kept untrimmed, 
as flowering hedges, or tall hedge* may be 
deauwd to break the force of the wind, and 
the e v e rg ree n s especially will give a greater 
feeling of snugneas in Winter.

A SHANTI is a country forming- part of 
the Crown Colony of the Qoll Coast 
some eighty miles to the north of Cap' 
Coast Castle. 

Toward* the end of March. IBM. trouble 
arose with the Ashantis over an attempt, made 
by the authorities of the Oold Coast, to seize 
the Golden Stool. The Ashantis as a nation 
are brave, cruel and treacherous, and from 
time immemorial, have been greatly feared 
both the cowardly tribes on the Coast as 
well as by the braver tribes in the Hinterland. 
Though the British Government had removed 
King Prempeh after the bloodless expedition 
or 1896. the Ashantis were by no means sub- 
oued. as they slIH pb&^issed the GoIden Stool 
which, to them, represented the Ashanti 
power Their real king, therefore, is the 
stool, the chief whom the nation places on the 
Oolden Stool being the king for the time be¬ 
ing and. as long as they had it in their pos- 
:iC.■-imi. itir, still looked for the restoration 
ileved hed only 

been taken to the Coast to demonstrate the 
white man s power. 

For the past four, years Lie Ashantis had 
greatly resented the occupation of ^he country 
by Lie British and now the demand to hand 
over the Golden Stool, their emblem of royalty, 
brought matters to a crisis. In addition the 
Borr War. going on at this time, led the 
Ashanti chiefs to believe that the British 
Government had its hands full and had no 
white soldiers to send to the Oold Coast. Their 
fetish priests also told them that the time 
was ripe for revolt. A general uprising*^ the 
Ashantis took place on March 31. and by April 
6 the fort at Kumasl was closely Invested by 
many thousands of rebels. 

On a. ■ as brought to me 

• : <». 11 ,i• >.i«■.i . of lac Northern Terri¬ 

tories. the Hinterland or the Gold Coast, of 
which I was chief commissioner. I at once 
began preparations to march to Kumasl. 340 
~~ if*. lies t<T the KOdTh. In three days the force 
under my command, consisting of four officers, 
one hundred and seventy Hausas of all ranks, 
a troop of Moshl cavalry, a seven pounder 
gun and a Maxim, began its march. The 
weather was very trying, exceedingly hot In 
the daytime with torrents of rain at night. 
Six days after we had left headquarters. I 
received an urgent mesdpge from Sir Frederick 
Hodgson, the Oovemor'of the Gold Coast, who. 
with his wife, was besieged in the Fort at 
Kumasl. requesting me to hurry forward with 
all possible speed. In thirteen days from the 
time we set out. we reached a place called Kin- 
tampo, the southernmost town of my ad¬ 
ministration. 240 miles from our starting point, 
an excellent performance on the part of Jhe 
troops being an average of eighteen miles a 
day. From here I sent back the Moshi 
cavalry to Gambaga as the country south of 
gintampo is too dense to allow their being of 
any use. A halt of two days was necessary 
at Kinlampo to concentrate the force, and ad¬ 
vantage was taken of this stop to send mes¬ 
sages to the powerful N'Koranza tribe with the 
hope of persuading them to remain loyal. 
This I succeeded in accomplishing.

,./^vN May » the reinforced column, which 
v/ now consisted of seven white officers 
and two hundred and thirty non-commissioned 
ottcers and men with some eighty native 
levies, left Kintampo for Kumasl During the 
first twenty-four hours nothing.of importance 
oocurred. but anxiety was felt as to whether 
the N'Koranza*. whose town we Were rapidly 
approaching, would prove to be loyal. The 
chief, who had previously been friendly u> us. 
had been seized by the Ashantis and com¬ 
pelled to swear that he would fight the British, 
but his sister, the princess, resolutely refused 
to abandpu her ancient loyalty. She would 
probably have been forced to side with the 
Ashantis had we not readied the town in the 
nick of lime, thus supporting the princess and 
’enaollng'The king to defy the Ashantiv We 
~were met dutside the town with great rejoic¬ 
ing 

The tafelx-o; Lu* uuportaal tube havaug 
been- s ee n red: --ehe- mar c h - w ar re sum e d . * and 
soon we reached a brood river where scouts 
exchanged shots with the enemy, who retired 
taptdly. Two hours later we encountered their 
main body In ambush in the grass outside the 
large town of SrkedumaH. Fire was opened 
upon our advance guard, but on our machine 
gun coming into action, the Ashantis bolted 
Our march had been so rapid that the 
Ashantis, who tost heavily, were surprised 
Our casualties were only .three wounded. We 
at once occupied their town, where the troops 
were glad to find a large quantity of half- 
cooked meat. 

In Uie town of Bekedumari- we found a large 
Irtish grove with- remains of very recent 
human sacrifice*. The stench was awful, the 
sacrificial receptacles under the great trees 
containing fresh human blood and portions of 
mutilated bodies Having burnt the town the 
march was resumed, and rapidly the situation 
became more intense, and on May 14. two 
hours after we had destroyed one; of the 
enemy’s towns, our native leviC* became , 
heavily engaged, having walked straight into 
an ambush. They fell back on our advance 
column and after heavy firing, in which we 
had twelve casualties, the Ashantis were 
driven’off. During the remainder of that day 
we entered and burnt three more villagev We 
found the country deserted. the Ashantis 
having evidently. In view of our unexpectedly 
rapid march, fallen back for the purpose of 
concentrating nearer the capital. The next 
morning the scouts of the native levies, who 
had lost hhavfly the previous day, refused to 
advance in spite of my pointing out that, their 
dead comrades were now in Valhalla where 
Hour is of marvelous beauty were welcoming 
them with open. arm*. I am afraid that this

Ashantis Open Fire 

S OON after we started on the morning of 
May IS we came upon an enormous stock¬ 
ade right across the road. The seven-pounder 
gun pa* »t onoe brought into action to draw 
the enemy's fire and the Ashanti* replied .with, 
volleys rrom all directions.* Owing to the 
density of the bush it was impossible to ree 
the enemy, so I decided to charge the stock¬ 
ade without delay. Captain Maguire and my¬ 
self leading the attack. I had not gone twenty 
yards before I was shot through the body 
and fell on the path. This did not encourage 
my untrained troops, whose first experience 
Jr was of serious fighting, and they fell-back, 
but when I recovered consciousness I am told 
that my language when urging them to again 
advance was so forcible that they came to 
the conclusion that the devil behind them was 
worse than the Aahantls in front, so again 
charged and captured the stockade with the 
loss of myself and fifteen Hausas wounded. 1 


our ammunition, would think we had become 
disheartened. Attacks were made from Urns 
to time on some of the various stockades, but 
I cannot say that they met with much suc¬ 
cess owing to my being obliged to husband 
our very limited jupply of ammunition for 
the final cutting out of our way down to the 
Coast which I was sure would nave to come 
sooner or later. ^ 

The state cf the civil population wax ter¬ 
rible as, owing to Kumasi being closely in¬ 
vested by the rebels, It was impossible to get 
food, and the refugees, who numbered several' 
thousands, were actually starving, the deaths 
from one cause or another be*.ng thirty or 
forty a day. The worst sight of all was to see 
the native children pining away and dying of 
hunger. A soup kitchen was started for there 
poor little mlpa and superintended by Lady 
Hodgson, this soup was made of damaged 
biscuits with leaves and salt, to which now and 
then were added one or two crows shot by the 


thick, built of immense tree trunks with earth 
r a aimed between them. A continuous loop¬ 
hole had been obtained by resUng. the top 
tier of trunks,on cross pieces of .wood. Shell- 
proof lean-tos were behind the s.ockade 
while twenty yards to reaf ww* the camp of 
wroodm huts With bullet-proof roof*. Fighting 
continued all day with the Ashantis firing 
from the bush every mile of so of our march. 
We halted for the night e.ghtecn mile, from 
Kumasi in the village of Tereboum. whence 
the Ashantis were driven after a tew shots, 
uid round which place we formed a square. To 
Increase our difficulties a terrific tornado 
broke upon us. and lasted throughout the 
night. The iffpe was a remarkable ore. ..Th¬ 
rush of water and the howling of the natives 
never ceased. while there were nearly 3,000 
peopte packed within the square in a village 
not 130 yards in clrcumferenre 

Dawn found the natives still howling anJ 
the rain falling, while with it came the 



severity of the fighting the following casu¬ 
alties are noted from the day Lie siege com¬ 
menced till the day we reached toe Coast: 
White officer.', three killed, eighteen, wounded, 
native officers, one killed, three wounded, na- 
. tire troops, sixty-two killed and 440 wounied. 

The whole strength of the force under mj 
command was only twenty officer* and 740 
native troops, so that the casualt.es were over 
70 per cent, figures which I do not think have 
ever been equalled in any other small war. 

The garrison left behind In Xumari fort was 
afterwards rel.eved by an expedition from the 
Coast, and subsequent military operations 
against the rebels resulted in thcL being com¬ 
pletely subdued 

I cannot close tha article without adding 
a few words in tribute to the Hausas and the 
various natives shut up in Kumasi. All alike 
are accustomed to eating large quantities of 
food and the sufferings, so patiently borne by 
them during the siege, can. I think, be with 
difficulty realized by those who were not 
present. When one considers the starved con¬ 
dition of the troop* I feel that it is nothing 
short of miraculous that the column ever 
reached the Coast, for though I hare gone 
through campaign* in several other countries. 
T know of no more nerve-shaking form of war¬ 
fare than that which was waged to the depths 
of the Ashanti forest. 

Praise for Chiefs 

G REAT praise is also due to the loyal 
Asha nt i king* and eh.efs and the.r 
followers who threw in their lot with the 
white man. They were not only content to 
remain in Kumasi with us. but they fought 
well against their fellow countrymen One 


cannot help admiring the plucky way in which 
the Ashantis fought against us. What would 
have been the fate of the Europeans had they 
fallen into the hands of the rebels la impos¬ 
sible to conjecture, but an account of an 
interview I had with some Ashanti chiefs three 
months after the campaign. wax finished may 
be of some interest. I was on my way back 
to resume my duties as chle£ commissioner of 
the Northern Territories and halted for the 
night in one of the villages that 1 had burnt 
to the ground on the way down, but which had 
since been rebuilt Several of the chiefs came 
in the evening to the hut I was occupying, and 
through my interpreter expressed a wish, to 
discuss the late war. We talked over the cam¬ 
paign very amicably and at the end I a*ked 
them what they would have done to the Gov¬ 
ernor had they succeeded in capturing him 
Aa they considered him the cause of all the 
trouble, the treatment might be considered 
somewhat severe to say the least of it. Each 
chief in order of seniority would approach the 
unfortunate Governor in turn and select so my 
portion of his body, such as a leg. hand or eye. 
etc. OB nothing except the trunk was left l 
asked whether I was to haye received the same 
kindly treatment “No.- was the reply. “We 
looked upon you m i brave soldier and you 
were only doing your duty; of course you 
wohld have been killed, but not tortured. Your 
heart would then have been taken out. care*> 
fully dried, and hung up as an heirkxxn in the 
chief king’s hone. I assured them that I was 
glad io And that my heart wee M+U getting 
strongly in my own possession and me parted 
excellent friends—rather astonishing, as I had 
burnt their village and destroyed their crops 
only a few months before. *

continued to command though In considerable 
pain with Intervals 6f unconsciousness. 

The first stockade taken, the advance was 
rapidly continued in order to prevent the 
enemy reforming. A second stockade a as en¬ 
countered 800 yards to the rear, six feet high, 
and scarcely had this been scaled before a 
third one was discovered. Our rapid advance 
had. however, entirely disconcerted the 
enemy, who had evidently prepared to oppose 
us at this point. 

Kumasl wav still some twelve miles distant. 
We continued our advance till we reached one 
of the investing stockades round the capital. 
To our great surprise this particular otic was 
not held at the moment of our arrival and we 
got into Kumasl without further opposition 
and were rejoiced to find the Union Jack still 
Hying over the fort. During the day's fighting 
we had killed teveral hundred Ashantis, in¬ 
cluding a number of important chiefs. 

The day after my arrival 1 had a long con¬ 
sultation with the Governor on the situation, 
which looked at from any point of view was 
now meat serious, as nothing definite had 
been heard of a relief column coming from the 
Coast. I found that the town was invested on 
every side For a radius of a mile tumid the- 
fort the A-shantis had erected very strong 
stockades, each communicating with the other 
by a path, so that every stockade could be 
quickly reinforced. Behind th-se obstacles, 
which were made of great bulk* of- timber, the 
enemy was encamped. Having unsuccessfully 
attacked the fort already, the Ashantis now 
acted on the defensive rather than the 
offensive. &o that within the radius of a mile 
’.lie garrison were able to move about. Three 
hundred yards irom-the fort were Uie Hausa 
lines, wrmir^^wrrr occupied and connec ted by 
intrenchments with the Jail, in which there 
was also a Hausa garrison. The loyal native 
inhabitants were encamped in huts, while 
in the fort were the Governor and Lady Hodg¬ 
son. three base missionaries and their wives, 
some mining engineers and about half a dozen 
officers, the remainder being with their men 
In the Hausa lines. 

I decided to attack the Ashantis on May- 
20 . m order to find out their strength, and 
to bring in a aupply of food. I will not go into 
details of the engagement, except to state 
that all the stockade* were found to be very 
wrongly held and that the small seven- 
pounder guns were found absolutely u «*!*»** 
against them, so splendidly constructed were 
they of huge trees and logs, loopholed through¬ 
out their length. We also leared from this 
reconnaissance that the Ashantis had provided 
themselves with shelter pit*, so as to enable 
tliem to take cover when shelled by our guns. 
As I found that the stockades could not be 
taken and our supply of ammunition was very 
inn.ted. I considered. It undesirable to con¬ 
tinue the engagement. 

Series of Attacks 

fOTHING more was done for the next few 
days, but I recognised that while we 
could not sit absolutely idle to Kumasi, it 
would be impossible to attack the Ashantis in 
force urftii such time 8s the giving out of our 
food supplies left-us no other alternative but 
to attempt to cut our way through the 
enemy * line*. Again the persistent rumors 
that a large force was hastening to our relief 
made it unwise to stake all on an attempt 
which, is unsuccessful, would mean the fall 
°* and a wholesale massacre by the 

rebels. At the fame time, if we remained in¬ 
active the lojiLAfhnifc, to whom wf ccu!d 
not, of course, make known the scarctty of 
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European officers. These were the only birds 
which remained in Kumasi for even the vul¬ 
tures and kites had left u* to seek their food 
in the Ashantis' camps, above which we could 
see them wheeling. Lizards and mice were 
caught occasionally and commanded a high 
price. To add to the general, distress small¬ 
pox broke out. but the cases were quickly 
isolated and the disease did not spread far. 
My wound continued very painful as the 
doctors had not dared to cut the slug out on 
account of the prevalence of lockjaw. 

At length we were brought face to face 
w.th the alternative of either dying of star¬ 
vation or trying to cut our way through the 
rebels down to the Coast. I had only three 
and a half days rations left and, what little 
food remained outside the government store*, 
was worth Us weight In gold. Thus a single 
bbcuit fetched 10*. a two-pound Ain of beef 
C2 18s. a seven-pound tin of flour £3 and 
other things in Hke propor t ion. In these 
circumstances I made up my m.nd to evacuate 
the fort with the bulk of my forces, taking the 
women and children and the refugees along 
with me, but leading a small garrison of about 
one hundred fighting men to keep the flag 
firing. The garrison was left wait an abund¬ 
ance of ammunition and tweniy'-four day* 
food, as I was confident that before that time 
the fort would be relieved. Our column con¬ 
sisted of 600 Hausas of all ranks with about 
2.000 non-combata'n , />. A few daya before, I 
had drawn up the order of march and care¬ 
fully explained to the officers and non-com¬ 
missioned officers what was expected of them, 
warning them especially to restrain the men 
from waiting a single round of ammunition 

Adopt New Tactics 

T HE route I had determined .to take was 
known only to the Governor and my 
staff offeer, but I purposely let it leak out that 
I Intended to take the main road leading down 
to the Coast. We took only one day s rations 
with u*. as I remarked to the Governor when 
discussing this quest .on that one days food 
would be ample If we forced tha stocksd- 
Ihere being plenty of loud beyond It. If we 
were not successful in doing this, the one day * 
rations would not be required. We atarted 
at early dawn on June 23 in a deive white 
mist, which hid from view alike the rebel .in- 
trenchments and the forest into which we were 
going to piuhgF. Lady Hodgson and the rest 
of the European ladies, the wives of the mis¬ 
sionaries and others, were carried in ham¬ 
mocks. I knew or course that the Pataai road 
we were following was blocked by a stockade, 
for this had been done to all the paths and 
roads leading out of Kumasi. About half an 
hour after leaving the fort, heavy firing from 
our advance guard, mingled with the beating 
of tomtoms, and the excited shouts and cries 
of the Ashantis, showed that the expected en¬ 
gagement had begun It was soon over, for 
the enemy were taken more or leaa by surprise, 
as holding the enemy in front with part of 
the advance guard, firing volleys at the stock¬ 
ade. I made an attack from the right flank 
with the remainder, thus succeeding In en¬ 
filading the enemy. Two officers were badly 
wounded, dying afterwards, in .taking this 
stockade, and thFre were thirteen other 
casualties. The Hausa* were pushed rapidly 
through the camp and behind'the stockade 
Co hold the path* beyond and prevent the 
Ashantis coming to from the other camps. 

N Ih the meantime the stockade itself was be¬ 
ing demolished in the centre to enable the 
guns and hammocks to pAu over. This par¬ 
ticular stockade wee six feet high and five fen 


Ashantis, who appeared l© have surrounded 
the village on all sides, except that from which 
ran the road we were to take. Hoping, prob¬ 
ably, to stampede the refugees, they com¬ 
menced a heavy but Ineffective fire, tp which 
we did not take the trouble to reply. Having 
got the column into order again, the advance 
guard moved off at 7 a.m. and entc-rd the 
forest, which was much clearer than that 
through which we had gone on the previous 
day. There was comparatively llttie under¬ 
growth to give shelter to the Ashantis and 
after.we had passed several fallen trees and 
masses of creeper, which were excellent posi¬ 
tions for an amburh, I was confldent v that tlie 
Arhantl* had not headed us. which they might 
easily have done had they been so inclined 
This confidence was fell by the troops a* now 
they realised that they need no longer fear the 
fire of an unseen Ashanti at every turn ol the 
path. They joked and laughed, forgetful of 
their wound* and .sodden clothes. 


Rain Is Blessing 


A LTHOUOH the enemy had not succeeded 
In ge'.ing ahead of us, they made con¬ 
stant at lacks on the rearguard, whose move- 
menu had been greatly hampiied ny the 
refugees. who had rushed In amongst the 
troops, knocking them over in their efforts 
to race to the front, a difficult performance, 
as the path w-as only some ten f»et wide with 
bush on either side. The rain still continued 
and though depressing enough was perhaps in 
the nature of a blessing in the end. for it 
wetted the priming* of. the old-fashionei gun* 
with which the Ashanfc* were armed and 
rendered them useless. The unfortunate ladles 
suffered very much for t.iey had only the 
clothes they stood up ini a* many of the 
carriers weakened by hunger had iiuown away 
their loads.* Lady Hodgson had tumbled out 
of her hammock into the mud and water. I 
presented her with a suit of my pyjam&. 
which were more useful than becoming? a* 
she was very tall ar.d *Uui while I. in spite ol 
a coup* of months on a atarvaUcn diet, was 
decidedly the reverse. 

On the third day after leaving Kumasl we 
reached the friendly town of N XvinU. whoa? 
king had been shut up with us in the fort. 
His meeting with his hrad men was a touch¬ 
ing sight. One old greybeard after another 
caine forward to grasp their king* hand, the 
tear* rolling down the:r cheeks, nor waa the 
recipient of their congratulations and homage 
ksss p0*gtcd at th^rejiiop We halted two 
daya at N’K wants “to rest the troops, which 
period of rest was mostly spent in eating. 
While we vere there poor Oeorge Marshall 
d.od and U was wlUi a very aad heart that I 
read the funeral service a: hLs grave, dug in 
a little clearing encircled by palm trets. He 
had been my staff officei up in the Hinter¬ 
land and was a most gallant, cheery officer 
Captain Leggeu died the next day and again 
we had to leave behind to his lonely grave an¬ 
other gallant comfade Than Leggett a braver 
man never stepped and after having been 
wounded many Lme* during the siege it 
seemed more than hard that hr-should have 
reoeived his death wound at the moment 
w hen we had go: almost clear of the AahanUs. 
We were, now in friendly country aad. four j 
daya later, crossed the Ofm River on raft*. 
The suffering of all. especially of «he wounded, 
were terrible, and the swamps and deep nvera, 
together with the torrenUai rains, increased 
our hardships as it must be bqyne in mind 
that most of os had only the etothe* w? wore 
un account of the carr.cn having lost their 
loads.

Shrines of Britain's Glory

Tht Wye Valley—Part II 

L ORD Fitzroy Somerset, who won his ear¬ 
liest laurel* under Wellington in the 
Peninsular War. and half a century later 
gave -wp-'htw 1t#e for Me c o unt ry - a mo n g the 
hardships of the Crimean campaign, derived 
his title of Baron Raglan from the little vil¬ 
lage of Raglan, eight miles from Mohmouth. 
Ra*l»n Cutie, *l«cS> M_on« nxakjtfc. 

moun ruined stronghold* in the West of Eng 
land, covers an area which is a third of a mile 
in circumstance*, and among its buildings are 
to be found many fragmenu of the fortress 
erected on the site by William Herbert. Earl 
of Pembroke, short])- before his execution 
in 1469. 

In the reign of Charles I the Castle was the 
stately home of the first MarqueSs of Wor¬ 
cester. It was to Raglan Castle that the King 
retired after the Battle of Naaeby. and it was 
(iom there that the ill-fated monarch set out 
to commit his fatal error of surrendering him¬ 
self to the 8cot*. The Marquess, who was 
eighty-four years of age kt the time, conducted 
a gallant defence of the Castle for ten weeks 
aga;nst the assaults of the Parliamentary army 
under Colonel Fairfax, and when the octa- 
genarian was finally compelled to capitulate 
he successfully bargained that his garrison 
should be permitted to march out with its col¬ 
ors flying and bearing It* arm* and baggage. 

At the Restoration of the Monarchy in 1660. 
Charles II restored the Castle, which had been 
dismantled by the Commonwealth Govern¬ 
ment. to the second Marques* of Worcester, 
who was one of the most renjarkable men of 
Stuart days. He was the author of the famous 
work.. "A Century of Inventions. ' and the in¬ 
ventor of the "Raglan Engine ' The latter 
was a contrivance which Is said to have been 
ured to pump a deluge of water upon unwel¬ 
come Roundhead visitors, and a few traces of 
this machine, which undoubtedly contained 
the germ of the modern steam engine, have 
been found within the Castle walls. 

In the vicinity of the village of Llaudogo is 
Cnug-y-Dortb. where Owen. Glcndovcr, ihe 
Welsh chieftain, defeated the forces of the 
Earl of Warwick in 1404, his great victory be¬ 
ing celebrated by a contemporary bard in the 
paean commencing with the lines: 

“Immortal fame shall be thy meed. 

Due to every glorious deed " 

Nearby are the remain* of a fortress, known 
as St. Brlavel a Castle, which was erected by 
the Earl of Hereford in the reign of Henry I. 

Tlx*re u, nothing in England that can be 
comparetTwICK' We'magnincence'onhe ruined 
Abbey at Tintem, whose glome* have been ex 
tolled by a large number of eminent writers, 
including Wordsworth. Coleridge and Thack¬ 
eray. It i* the most romantic Cistercian rum 
in the Motherland, and it is particularly no¬ 
table for it* beauty of com pout on and deli¬ 
cacy of execution This splendid religious 
house was founded by Walter de Clare in 1131. 
and Its already rich endowments were largely 
increased by the munificence of the famous 
SWongtoowwho was Lord.of Chepstow and 
afterwards Earl of Pembroke The stately 
Abbey- Church, erected by Roger Bigod Earl 
of Norfolk, was confiscated in 1268 

The town of Chepstow is situated on the 
side of an acclivity, overlooked on all sides by 
loftier hiUs, «o that from every pprt of the 
town a different view is obtained There is a 
tradition that a fortress .was erected there in 
Saxon days, and as its name Is pure Saxon 
there is little doubt but that some sort of 
stronghold stood in Chepstow prior to the 
erection of the Castle which u mentioned in 
the Dcmesday Book. The present Castle, which 
is of great extent and in tolerable preserva¬ 
tion. is highly picturesque to form and M strik¬ 
ingly situated on a steep platform of rock, the 
base of which M washed by the waters of the 
Wye, which is at this point a tidal river. 

In the reign of Henry L Chepstow Castle 
paseed to the Clare family, of which Strong- 
bow was a member, and, later it was”a strong- 
hold* successively of the Kails of Pembroke, the 
Earls of Worcester and the Dukes of Beau¬ 
fort. During the progTe as of the Orest Civil 
War of the mid-seventeenth century the Castle 
was surprised and captured by the Royalists 
under Nicholas Hemeys. but it was later re¬ 
taken by Cromwell in person Charles n re¬ 
stored the Castle to the Some rs et family, and 
1U keep was for twenty years the prison of 


Henry Martin, the sturdy Parliamentarian, 
whose remains were laid to rest In Chepstow 
Church, where his tomb bears an epitaph in 
the form of an acrostic. Jeremy Taylor, known 
as the modem Chryaostom. was imprisoned in 
tbf. C»Uc kefp by the CommPhacaJUj Ooy 
emnient in 1855. 

In the vicinity of Chepstow is Caldicot 
Castle, a fine specimen of military architec¬ 
ture with a thirteenth century keep, which is 
remarkable for the perfection of tt.vinawnry; 
and nearby u Qaerwent. which occupies the 
site of Venta Silurum. an advanced military 
post of considerable Importance in Roman 
days —Copyrighted.

A MOS Alcou was a visionary philosophy

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LONDON —Speaking in Lpndon 
recently. Dr. E. L. Biirgln. ParHa- 
;i mentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, said: • 

“My visit to Canada this year has 
convinced me that the Ottawa 
' Agreements are fundamentally 
sound. In Canada, as in Great 
Britain, one finds adverse critics of 
the agreements, but their objections 
apply Ip details in the practical 
working out of the plan rather than 
to the general principle upon which 
it is based. No one whom I met 
during my visit suggested for a mo¬ 
ment that the principle endorsed at 
Ottawa, namely, that of developing 
inter-ftnptre trade by preferential 
% treatment as between the \arioits 
members of the British Common¬ 
wealth. was one upon which any of 
us could afford to go back. 

INEVITABLE DIFFICULTIES 
• Inevitably, in applying the prin¬ 
ciple. difficulties arise. After all. 
we are changing methods and 
habits which have grown up 
through generations of trading. We 
are digging new channels for trade 
and are re-directing a vast stream} fee most, successful, 
which has flowed without much 
conscious direction for very many 
years. My visit to Canada, however, 
convinces me that present difficul¬ 
ties will be overcome. 

“The first essential is goodwill, 
and that certainly exists in Canada. 

I should like to appeal to British 
manufacturers, and to others who 
are particularly conscious of the 
difficulties, to give Ottawa a reason¬ 
able chance. Rome was not built 
,iA.a day and you cannot expect thq 
■B r itis h Co mm o n wealth to be- welded 
into one co-ordinated economic unit 
in the short space of two years. 

“It U undoubted fact that many 
orders which formerly we i>V t° the 
United States are now coming to 
the United Kingdom. Canadians, 
too. are giving increasing support 
to the British Industries Fair, at 
which in the hut two years Cana¬ 
dian products have been better and 
more fully represented, while the 
Uhited Kingdom exhibits have at¬ 
tracted many Canadian buyers.
